We can get the 
whole set with envelopes, 
too, but paper runs out and 
you're stuck with a lot of en- 
velopes, so I try and get 
just about anything, as you 
can tell. 

Yes, cakes and cookies do 
arrive ' in good condition 
sometimes and other limes I 
think the post office has 
something against, big pack- 
ages. They keep trying to 
make them smaller. (Just 
kidding). 

- Most of the time they come 
in real good. 

I probably haven't told 
you what we do here. Well, 
we run a pretty big pipeline 
operation to combat units. 



Without us, they would be 
lost. ' 

We usually work 12 to 14 
hours a day, pumping and 
fixing leaks. 

We have had a I otof- trou- 
ble with the Vict Namcse by 
loosening the joints and tak- 
ing fuel put or by pulling 
holes in the pipe. 

We have ha"d one real had 
fire on the line since we've 
been operating. It claimed 
seven lives of Vict Namcse 
citizens and destroyed about 
five homes, 

I'll give you a" little his- 
tory of these people. They 
really don't have any morals 
like we have; they wash out 
in the open by any swamp, 
lake or stream," they go to 
the bathroom wherever they 
feel like it. They don't live

." T-to\y niaiiy medical research programs. did

Most of Us arc glad to add a bit to the fund 
to lick any of the diseases that plague mankind. 
_ And usually, after a good deal of hard work, a 
vaccine is developed, or a new drug or process 
is announced, that represents a tremendous step 
forward in the treatment of some heretofore uh- 
treatable. disease, 

The discovery is hailed with delight and re- 
lief. And sometimes, it. seems, forgotten by a 
great many of the people who need its benefits. 

So it-has been with the measles vaccine. The

One of the mysteries or our 
political way of life is" the 
candidate for office w h o 
sneers at politics and politi- 
cians and boasts that what, 
ever office he is seeking is 
the only job he wants . 

To be an effective- member 
of a village board ,the county 
board, or* the legislature, an 
elected representative of the 
people should know and un- 
derstancl political machinery, 
but it is unlikely that the per- 
-son-who holds politics-in-dis- 
dain will ever be an effective 
officeholder if elected. 

Deerfield Supervisor Frank 
Peers is one of the most 
able, most intelligent mem- 
hers of the county board and 
yet he has been virtually in- 
effective because he has not 
made the compromises neces- 
sary to get committee assign- 
ments where he could effec- 
tively represent his township. 

Peers' defense is that he 
would have to compromise 
principle to "make the team," 
and it is a valid defense, but 
there must be some way sta- 
tion where he could become 
effective without total sur- 
render. 

There - are other members 
of the county board who fail 
to recognize the need for 
give and take in politics and 
in most cases they are the 
supervisors who scorn . poli- 
tics. 

My personal choice for a 
candidate would be one who 
likes and understands the 
political profession and gov- 
ernment well enough toknow 
what he can and cannot ac- 
complish: 

My candidate would be a 
man who wants to use one 
office as a stepping stone to 
a higher office because he 
, knows he must do a good job, 
remember his campaign prom- 
ises and those who helped 
him along the way, show 
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make. 

Action on flood control in 
this area is much like the 
homeowner with the leaky 
roof who can't fix the leak 
during a rainstorm and sees 
no need for it .when the sun.

On Saturday, April 8, 
Grass Lake School district 
voters will have another op- 
portunity to try and pass the 
education tax referendum,

A parents committee has 
been working hard at inform- 
ing the entire district re- 
garding the facts and circum- 
stances which make passage 
of this referendum so neces- 
sary to the school. 

Grass Lake School now has 
252 pupils. Our classes are 
too large for "doubling up"; 
we can't cut teachers' salar- 
ies; if we sold our busses and 
discontinued bus service for 
our children, we still-. could- 
n't use .that money in the 
educational fund.. There is 
actually no area where cut- 
backs can be made aiitl not 
hurt the school and the chil- 
dren. If we discontinued 
student testing, athletic pro- 
grams, physical ed, music, 
etc., Grass Lake School 
would n'ot be a slate ac- 
credited school. 

I imagine that the Grass 
Lake School Board members 
will, be pretty disgusted with 
the community if it does not 
support this referendum. 
They give of their tinie and 
effort, without compensation 
and little appreciation. They 
are given a job to. do but in- 
sufficient money to carry on 
the work. A discouraged 
school board could very eas- 
ily vote "YES" for annexa- 
tion, as an example, to the 
Antioch School District and 
let THEM run the school. 
This COULD be accomplish- 
by a yes vote of 4 Grass 
Lake School Board members. 
The taxpayer would have

The report of the Presi- 
dent's Crime Commission is 
a lengthy and well-written 
document prepared by a 
•i»lue ribbon" panel of ex- 
perts, headed by former At- 
torney .General Katzenbach. 
This Heport does more than 
simply restudy ; the social! 
conditions currently associat- 
ed with crime. It also sug-' 
gesls programs nitd proced- 
ures for combattnTgs. crime. 
Unlike previous -studUWthls 
report emphasizes that crime 
• Is more than a' narrow range 
of unusual behavior, or "the 
vice of a handful of people." 
' The Report shows that the 
majority of crimes are com- 
mitted not by hardened crim- 
inals or sophisticated crime 
■syndicate "executives",, but. 
by juveniles, white - collar 
workers, and even shop-lift- 
ing housewives. Figures for 
example show that 1 boy in 
G will be referred to a juve- 
nile court, and that 40% of 
alt male children now under 
21 will be arrested for an 
offense other than traffic 
violations in the course- of 
their lives. Equally shock- 
ing findings indicate that 
one-third of all Americans 
Tcel that It is unsafe to walk 
alone in their neighborhoods 
at night; and more than one- 
third feel the necessity of 
keeping firearms in their 
homes as a protection against 
criminals. 
In short, the President's 

Commission finds that crime 

pervades the very fabric of 
our society, and that it is the 
job of both the citizen and 
his government as well as 
private agencies to explore 
and develop new ways of 
combatting our present wave 
of lawlessness.

Increase In Number 

"Traffic accidents involv- 
ing motorcycles have been 
increasing at an alarming 
rata during the past three 
years. ■ The motorcycle death 
rale per miles of . travel • is 
nearly four times that for 
other motor vehicles. Dur- 
ing tins same period of time 
Ihc- average increase in the 
number. of. .motorcycles has 
Increased at five times the 
rale of increase for ait motor 
vehicles." The Luke County 
Safety Commission reports 
that 5 motorcyclists died on 
County hi ghways In 1066. 

"When a motorcyclist is 
involved in an accident, his 
chances are greater of being 
killed or injured than they 
arc when lie is iir a- vehicle 
affording more protection. 
Special studies in Wisconsin 
ami New York showed that 
injury or death occurred in 
more than 115 per cent of 
motorcycle accidents. This 
compares wilh 0.0 per cent 
for all types of vehicles."

Drivers of larger 
vehicles do not always real- 
ize that motorcycles, motor 
scooters and motor bicycles 
arc also motor vehicles.

Use Common Sense 
If Tornado Strikes 



The best prelection a. per- 
son has against tornadoes Is 
his own common sense. 
. "You can's sot hard and 
fast rules-t hat will -apply— to 
every situation." says James 
Pittsford, disaster chairman 
for the American Red Cross. 
f, A person has to stay calm 
and use his head." 

He said the best protection 
homeowners have against 
tornadoes is to, get below the 
surface of the ground, Pitts- 
ford offered ■ these lifesaving 
tips: 

— At home,, the best ref- 
uge is in the corner of the 
basement facing the storm. 
Move some heavy furniture 
or tables to that corner and 
get under them. Although 
the • basement is the safest 
place in. a home. s not every 
home has a basement. Pitts- 
ford said occupants should 
seek shelter under heavy fur- 
niture moved against an in- 
side wall, on the ground 
floor. 

"Tornadoes can strike 
without warning. In this 
case, get the family togeth- 
er and down to the basement 
or at least under some furni-. 
ture, on a lower floor," said 
the Red Cross disaster ex- 
pert.. 

— At work,, he .suggests 
seeking shelter in ah inter- 
ior hallway or corrido'r or 
huddling under a sturdy 
desk or Work table. 

"In any case, stay away 
from windows and glass 
door s," warns Pittsford. 
"You may be seriously in- 
jured by shattering glass or

The three' dangers or a 
tornadp arc the whirling fun- 
nol-itsolMwhcro-winds-aro 
estimated to reach more 
than .500 mites per hour), the 
winds surrounding the fun- 
nel, and as a result of these 
two. the objects picked tip 
and hurled through the air. 
The force of some tornado 
winds has been known to 
drive blades of straw into 
utility poles. 

Because the exact path of 
a tornado cannot be predict- 
ed, a tornado warning is is- 
sued for a large area that 
possibly may be hit. When 
an area is included in a tor- 
n a d o warning, residents 
should be on the alert. 

Opening windows on the 
side of the home away from 
the storm will help reduce 
damage to the home by 
equalizing pressure inside 
with air. outdoors. 

A darkening sky. a funnel- 
shaped cloud, or the sound 
of rising ^ winds — which at 
their -peak resemble the 
sound of a ' squadron of 
screaming jet planes — mean' 
it's time to take cover. 

"A tornado is one of the 
smallest but most dangerous 
of all storms," says Pittsford, 
"The damage is often con- 
centrated in a very small 
area, or limited to the path 
of the funnel. They've been 
known to flatten hlmics.oii 
one side of a street, leaving 
neighboring b o u so s un- 
touched."

Of, 
course, when roads are con- 
sidered, there are .variations 
in costs depending upon the 
type of roadway involved— 
whether concrete, hardtop 
or 'gravel, but, let's examine 
another facet of these costs. 
Take administrative, costs 
only. Thees are not deter- 
mined by types' of roads. 
Township . . administrative 
costs- for road and highway 
service are only* 30% to .50% 
of those incurred, by .county, 
state' or 'federal agencies, 

Local government has, the 
inbred ability to perform 
services at lowyr cpflts than 
larger, .more ,. bureaucratic 
governmental bodies; Town- 
ship governments arc excel- 
lent examples. 

Township highway, depart- 
ments . yery well represent 
the efficiency' and economy 
'of localized governmental 
service.' 'Township overhead 
and administration are "low 
in comparison with larger 
units. Personnel costs' are 
lower — and hot - over-staffed. 
Equipment — whether owned 
or leased— is always ' avail- 
able, and nearby. Service Is 
fast. This .is particularly 
noticeable and 'appreciated 
on rural roads during winter 
sno wstorms- or sp ring wash- 
outs.' . 

Township highway depart 
ments also, control noxious 
weeds along roads and - in 
open land. It would be dif- 
ficult for' larger highway 
departments to control this 
problem as well. 

The differences In town- 
ship' highway service basical- 
ly stem from the fact that 
township highway commis 
sioners are elected officials, 
responsible directly to their 
citizenry. They face the elec- 
torate with their records In 
every township; election, and 
they . need public' approval 
for their annual budgets and 
actions. 

Highway commissioners or 
superintendents in other gov- 
ernmental bodies do not have 
this public check upon their 
actions, They are appointed, 
and do not' feel the personal 
responsibility. to a local, elec- 
torate. 

In a similar way, the costs 
of township highways- are ex- 
actingly controlled. First, 
township highway commis- 
sioners must submit their 
budgets and costs to their

'This exists in metropolitan 
and suburban areas where 
streets, highways and roads 
are entirely within city' or 
village boundaries, and there 
are no township roads. Illi- 
nois statutes continue to re- 
quire that a highway com- 
missioner be elected In all 
^ownshlps, but those.- without 
'township roads, simply elect 
an- "honorary" commissioner 
who serves no official func- 
tions and receives no salary. 
beyond road building and 
maintenance. Through a 
Board-, of Local ..Improve- 
ments, a township may be 
the supervising body in the 
development of subdivisions 
in unincorporated areas, this 
board consists' of the -town- 
ship ~supervls6r,~~tlurhigliway 
commissioner and' the three 
township auditors. By peti- 
tion from the owners of rec- 
ord of one-half of to-be-sub- 
divided property, this town- 
ship board regulates widen- 
ing or extending of streets, 
grading, paving, building 
curbs, gutters, storm sewers 
and other improvements. 

Not too well known, are 
township ; involvements in 
public or community service 
buildings. This includes the 
township administration 
building, which need not be 
confined to that, purpose. 
Public office space or court 
rooms may be provided in 



an annual library 'report to 
the Township Board. P 

Township also can main- 
tain and operate public hos- 
pitals and inere arc. several 
in existence throughout the 
slate. A township hospital 
must be non-sectarian and 
open to all patients regard- 
less of race, creed or color. 
II may be established by pe- 
tition and vote of .the elector- 
hie. Once established, it* is 
governed by a 5-man ap- 
pointed hoard, and has tax- 
levying powers. 

Throughout 'Illinois there 
are many cemeteries under 
township Jurisdiction, which 
have, been established -by 
townships, or taken over 
from private - groups, Only 
the tonwshlp, ' citizens can 
decide — at town meetings — 
whether, townships, assume 



cemetery rcspohsibrtltles, tf 
they do, a 3-man board . of 
trustees is elected -to super- 
vise township cemeteries. 

A variety ' of other com- 
munity services arc perform- 
ed by townships, such as 
area hoautifleation, regula- 
tion of fences, and establish- 
ing animal pounds. 

Altogether, township gov- 
ernments do much more than 
many, people realize. , They 
arc involved directly in tax 
matters and in tax assess- 
ments. They are increasing 
their scope in areas of wel- 
fare, health, mental health 
and care of the aged and 
youth, They operate hospi- 
tals., and libraries. They con- 
trol local roads and public 
buildings'. In one way or an- 
other, township government 
constantly affects the lives 



of all the citizens residing 
within a township boundary. 

Certainly some, up-dating 
in township government.. Is 
necessary or desirable, And, 
with township governments 
ready and able to assume a 
stronger role, the opportuni- 
ties for making' government 
more meaningful, useful and 
helpful to the people ore be- 
coming greater than over. 

These opportunities — and 
the future of township gov- 
ernment — will be explored 
in forthcoming articles. -

Suppose you got a .severe 
cut from a carving knife. 
Would yrfu apply a tourni- 
quet? • ' '-' 
\ Suppose you roccived a se- 
vere, burn from tipping a 
skillet of hot grease. Would 
you apply a greasy ointment? 

Or, suppose your child 
swallowed the conlents of an 
aspirin bottle. Would you 
give him tea? 

If you answer yes to these 
questions, you're out - of- 
date! To bring you up-to- 
date, let's take a look at the 
hit est suggested treatments. 
Tor these emergencies and. 
at the same time, dispel the 
out-moded and sometimes 
dangerous ones. 
. BLEEDING— The best way 
to stop bleeding is to place 
a cloth . (sterile if possible) 
over Hie wound and press 
hard. 

Fprgeti the tourniquet. Ev- 
eryone, including the armed 
forces, has banned its use 
except in life and death 
emergencies. Why? Because 
tourniquets cut off all circu- 
lation to the limb involved. 
As a result they often lead 
to gangrene and sometimes 
amputation. Su remember 
the dictum: "Apply a tourni- 
quet only if you're willing to 
sacrifice the limb." 

.BURNS— The best first 
aid for burns is cold water. 
You see, cold water not only 
relieves pain, but' promotes 
healing and may even reduce 
scarring. 

Whatever you do, avoid 
covering' . the burn with 
greases, ointments and bak- 
ing soda solutions. These 
home remedies are usually 
not sterile and could lead to 
infection. What's m o r e, 
your' doctor will have to 
scrape them off — a proce- 
dure that can he extremely 
painful. 

POISONING— Tjic most ef- 
fective universal treatment 
for poisoning are two anti- 
doles you , cail purchase 
without a proscription — sy- 
rup or ipecac and activated 
charcoal. ■ * 

Syrup of ipecac helps rid 
the stomach of poison by 
promoting vomiting, while 
activated charcoal is ex- 
tremely ef fecit ve in absorb- 
ing poison. Before using 
either, however, consult your 
doctor. Ipecac, for example, 
should never be used if pe- 
troleum products (gasoline, 
lighter fluid, etc.) or cor- 
rosives (lye. drain cleaners, 
etc.) have been swallowed. In 
these instances vomiting 
could cause more trouble. 

What about -popular home 
treatments like tea?. 

Unfortunately tea, milk of 
magnesia and other home 
remedies have limited value. 



And you shouldn't, depend 
on the popular commercial 
antidote either. This anti- 
dote— a combination of acti- 
vated charcoal, tannic acid 
and magnesium, oxide— does 
have some value due to. the 
c h a rcoa 1 eon t e 1 1 1 . Bu I i t \s 
not as effective as; syrup of 
ipecac and activated charcoal. 
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contly at the Intersection of. 
U.S. 06 and' Business 66 south 
of Springfield feature an opti- 
cally modifiable beam that 
can be. shaped to cover a spe- 
cific area or lane. To mo- 
torists in other lanes the sig- 
nal appears completely dark 
during daylight hours. 

The beam from the optical- 
ly modifiable traffic, signal 
can be controlled to extreme- 
ly close tolerances.
